Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited prior 
art neither anticipates nor renders obvious the claimed limitation of the sensor of claim 1 
with a horizontal drain portion, a charge detection portion, and an OB clamping circuit, 
where the vertical transfer portion of the sensor is driven at high speed to eliminate 
unnecessary charge while the horizontal transfer portion is not driven, and the charge 
detection portion and the OB clamp circuit are continuously operated during this 
operation. Also see the Remarks filed 9/23/2009.
